In 1833, the first white settle­ 
ment was made at Neosho in what 
is now Newton county. The settle­ 
ment, located in the center of a 
region 
of 
twenty-three 
large 
springs, appropriately retained the 
old Indian name, “Neosho”, mean­ 
ing clear, cold water. 
In 
1839, 
when Newton county was organ­ 
ized, Neosho was chosen as the 
county seat. 
In 1840, the first store was op­ 
ened at Neosho, the first school, 
a subscription school, was built, 
and the first addition was made 
to the village. On August 20, 1847, 
eighty-eight years ago this weex, 
Neosho was incorporated 
as 
a 
town, and 
the next 
few 
years 
brought the first tavern, 
black­ 
smith shop, and cabinet shop, 
By 1850, the 
population 
had 
reached 
213 
inhabitants, 
The 
county courthouse was completed 
in this year. The first newspaper, 
the Chief, was established in 1854, 
and in 1858, the name was changed 
to the Neosho Herald, In 1862, the 
Confederates took the press 
and 
type to Fayetteville, Arkansas, and 
burned both with the courthouse 
there. In 1861, the Extra Missouri 
Army Argus, printed by the army 
train press of General 
Sterling 
Price, was issued. 
In 1861, an extra session of the 
deposed 
“Jackson” 
or 
“Rebel” 
legislature met at Neosho, ratified 
an ordinance of secession which 
declared “the ties heretofore exist­ 
ing between the United States and 
the State of Missouri 
dissolved”, 
and ratified the Confederate Con­ 
stitution. All Union families fled 
to Springfield. General Price’s ar­ 
my immediately took charge of the 
town, and during the entire war 
the town was over-run by troops 
of both Union and 
Confederate 
soldiers. Severe engagements were 
fought in the town, frequent skir­ 
mishes occurred 
there 
between 
small groups, and raids by bush­ 
whackers were frequent. In 1863, 
Neosho was garrisoned by Union 
troops, and in the same year 
a 
portion of the town was burned. 
Not until 1866, when peace was 
restored did the “reign of 
ter­ 
ror” end in Neosho. In this year 
the town was re-incorporated, the 
first public schools 
were 
built, 
and the Newton County Tribune 
was published. It was 
followed 
shortly after by the Gazette, The 
Investigator, and the Times. 
By the late ’70’s, a period 
of 
prosperity began for Neosho. Sev­ 
eral business enterprises were es­ 
tablished. Among these were 
a 
foundry and 
machine 
shop, 
a 
brick yard and kiln, a livery sta­ 
ble, a planing mill, a wagon shop, 
a plow factory, a distillery, a nur­ 
sery, a broom and tobacco factory, 
grist-mills, and hotels. And dur­ 
ing these years, the first shipments 
of lead w'ere made from the Neo­ 
sho smelters. A new courthouse 
was built in 1877, and a year lat­ 
er the Neosho Library Association 
was formed, the Neosho Seminary 
was opened, and the Neosho M ar­ 
ble Works were established.

tal expenses and loss of wages. It 
is true insurance in the same way 
as are health insurance policies 
issued by private life insurance 
companies.
